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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To receive auditorily and visually 
reproduction sound by disposing 
lighting equipment on a speaker box main body 
incorporating a speaker unit 
driven by a sound signal current from an 
amplifier, and connecting the lighing 
equipment so that it can be alternatively 
switched to a sound signal circuit 
and external power source circuit through a 
power source changeover switch. 

CONSTITUTION: When an operation knob 12b 
of a power source changeover switch 
12 is set to the position denoted by the number 
1 in the figure, a lighting 
equipment 6 is connected in parallel to a sound 



signal circuit 16 of speaker 

units 2, 3 and 4. The illuminance of the lighting 

equipment 6 and sound 

pressure levels of sounds reproduced from the 

speakers 2, 3 and 4 are changed 

in accordance with the strength of a sound 

signal current. When a sound signal 

output of an amplifier 17 is off, the lighting 

equipment 6 lights out together 

with the reproduced sounds. When the 

operation knob 12b is set to the position 

denoted by the number 2 in the figure, the 

lighting equipment 6 is connected to 

an external power source circuit 21, the 

illuminance becomes constant 

irrespective of changes of the reproduced 

sounds of the speaker units 2, 3 and 

4 and serves as the ordinal lighting equipment. 

When the operation knob 12b is 

set to the position denoted by the number 3 in 

the figure, the lighting 

equipment 6 keeps the lighting out condition 

irrespective or drive and 

non-drive of the speaker units 2, 3 and 4. 
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
